Continuation of 1 1. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: The Applicant states that Williams does not 
disclose generating for a target application, and further, does not disclose generating in a language of said target application. The 
Applicant further states that Williams provides an intermediate standardized format, as opposed to a direct generation as disclosed by the 
Applicant. In response, it is initially noted that nothing in the claim language requires a direct connection to a target application, and 
nothing precludes a multi-step generating process resulting in a language of a target application. Furthermore, as was noted in the prior 
office action regarding claim 1 , col. 44 lines 54-56 discloses "Ensure the object names and attribute names created by the OSF are 
correct and reasonable for the target language (Java, C++)" As such, Williams discloses a target language. Second, it is noted that claim 
1 recites "converting tables of data in a source database to components of a target application..." As such, it would appear that the 
present invention converts tables into components of a target application. Similarly, Williams discloses generating objects "into the format 
required by the software on the client computer..." in col. 5 lines 27-28. Thus, the Examiner contents that Williams is describing 
generating objects into components of a target application intended for execution. 

Finally, regarding the requirement for a replacement oath or declaration, the Examiner agrees with the Applicant's representative's 
comment stating that "It.was not expressly stated in the Declaration, below the residence address, that the post office address was the 
same as the residence address." However, in view of the Applicant's representative's remarks stating that the "original Oath and 
Declaration provided the inventor's signature over his address, which was his residence and post office address...", the Examiner is 
considering the Applicant's residence and post office address to be one and the same. Consequently, the requirement for a replacement 
oath or declaration is withdrawn. 
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
